The following, says the Patrie, are said to 
be the principal clauses of 'ho convention 
entered into relative to the affairs of iMe.vico : 

The three Powers are entitled lo have an 
equal naval forou ; the number of the troops 
will be in proportion In tho subjects which 
each Power may have in Me.vico, and in 
lhat respect Spain stands hrst. The troops 
are to occupy Vera Cruz and tho other towns 
on the coast Where cus.om houses are estab- 
lished. If. after a stipulated delay, Iho 
Uovernment has not paid the sums which 
it owes, the e.rptulilion will march un the 
capital, and if that ineaHUro sliould lead to 
uiifoieseen complications, an uiidofstanding 
willbecumu tu in common as lotheoouise to 
bo pursued. 

The Debtttt gives. the following ndditional 
details: 

•The convention consists, it is saiil, of 
only five ornix articles. The lirst slipiilales 
tlie coiimioii action of tho three Povvors, and 
ilio others ref,'iihiie tho mn'de' tif ihlerVen- 
lion, and ileclaro lhat the naval force nf each 
Power ahall he llie same,hnl lhat two-thirds 
of the Und fmces shall he Spanish troops 
from Cuba.
